THE WINDOWLESS OFFICE 


The need for and velue of fresh 
aw are generally understood but -pro 
visions for fresh air are often sadly 
neglected. In most. places the law re 
quires that every room in a house 
shal] have at least one window open 
ing into the outer air. This law is a 
recognition of the fact that, if fresh 
air is to be had in a room there must 
bc a window in order to provide for 
an inlet or air and to keep the air 
admitted cool and in a gentle motion 

In many offices where workers 
spend hours every day a series of 
parttitions divides a room into a num 
ber of cubicles, which are, to all in 
tents and purpose, windowless room 
The sun never shines into such partit 
ioned-oft spaces, artificial light must 
be used and there is no provision for 
the admission of fresh cool air in 
gentle mation. 

Partitions in offices are evidently 
generally erected without serious 
thought as to ventilation. The result 
‘ng windowless offices are not sat 
isfactory; they do not give the work 


ers a fair chance to keep physically | 


fit. The jack of fresh air is a serious 
matter. Anything which 
with the circulation of fresh air in 
offices should never be allowed be- 
cause in addition to jeopardizing the 
health of the workers, it is not con 
auctive to good work. It is a common 
experience that when a room deve 
tops a stuffy atmosphere, which 
means that there is a lack of fresh 
cir, the inmates become drowsy; 
| there is less keeness for work. In a 
few offices where such matters as 
ifresh air do receive attention there

the workers “on their toes” 

The importance of living, working 
and playing in the fresh air cannot 
be ‘exaggerated. Fresh air is one ot 


the’ necessities of life. It costs nothing 
and yet it means so much in the 
health of every individual.

|fces. Better health and better work 
will result from the provision of 
fresh air for all workers.

The latest letter was from Aust- 
relia. The writer had no notion that 
Virginia O’Hanlon was a college grad 
wate with a degree of master of arts 
from Columbia university and a posi 
tion as assistant’ principle in the pub 
lic schools.

(Experimental Farms Note) 


- Vegetables are so much tastier and 
more wholesome when fresh from the 
garden, that every farm home should 
have home-grown vegetables. A good 
garden will save money, improve the 
kealth of the family, and provide 


more real pleasure than any other 
ecre on the farm. 
| 


Plans should be made in the aut- 
ump for next season’s vegetable gar 
Gen. Locate it near to the farm build 
that many of the vegetables can be 
grown in long straight rows with 
space enough betweon for a horse cul 
tivator. Select a ‘ich, warm, sandy 
loam soil, as this will meet the re- 
quirements of most of the vegetables 
to be grown. On many farm the pot 
ato or root field will most nearly meet 
the requirements. When the site is 
chosen make a definite plan with so 
many feet of row for each sort of 
vegetable; one hundred feet is usually 
enough for the avcrage family for 
many kinds, and much more than is 
required for radish, lettuce or parsley 
end much longer rows should be 
babe of vegetables that can be stor 
ed for winter: 

Deep autumn ploughing should be 
used to cover a heavy dressing of 
barnyard manure for most vegetables 
with the exception of tomatoes for 
ripening, which do not require extra 
manuring. For best results the soil 
sLould be worked to good tilth: early 
To increase the fentility well rotted 
manure can be dug in with a digging 
tork. The following seeds are some 
which can be sown early in the open: 
bects, carrots, lettuce, onions, par- 
snips and peas; seeds to be sown in 
the open after danger from frost is 
Cver: beans, corn, cucumbers, pota-

THE DUAL PURPOSE COW 


(Expeirmental Farms Note) 


Some have questioned the existence 
of such an animal as the dual purpose 
cow. However, the fact remains that 
many Shorthorns of good beef con- 
formation produce sufficient milk to 
return a profit to their owners aside 
from the value of their calves which 
make good fecders. These qualities 
constitute dual purpose stock and by 
reason of such qualities many farm 
ers prefer this strain of Shorthorn to 
zeny other class of cattle. No intelli- 
gent breeder of such stock pretends 
to compete with the dairy breeds in 
average production of milk per head, 
nor as a rule does he pretend to com 
pete with the straight beef breeds in 
the show ring, but he is a strong con 
tender for highest position as measur 
ed by net returns at the end of the 
‘year. 

The Shorthorn herd at the Domin 
ion Experimental Stattion, Scott, Sask 
was started in 1921 with no outstand- 
producers. During the eight succeed 
‘ng years two cows have made records | 
approximating 800 pounds; six cows’ 
kave over 6000 pounds to thcir credit : 
amd eleven ahve made records of | 
over 5000 pounds. The herd has been 
inspected by a great meny visitors | 
end no person has questioned the suit 


ability of these animals for beef and | 


‘waiting lists are on file continually 
for breeding stock. The records re- 
ferred to were made without undue 
forcing. During the winter months 
the meal mixture used consisted of 
500 pounds oat chop, 100 pounds bran 
and 100 pounds oi] cake meal. From 
six to ten pounds of this mixture 
was fed per head per day supplement 
ed with prairic hay and sunflower 
silage. When on pasture in summer 
a light feed of oat chop was given

lows: 300 pounds bran, 300 pounds oat 
chop, 150 pounds barley chop and 
200 pounds oj] cake meal.
